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AN  ADDRESS  TO  THE  Fl'EEMEX 
OF  KENTUCKY 

IN  the  year  iff 6,  the  fpirit  of  liberty  . 
prevailed  in  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 1 
Ca,  bottomed  on  republican  principles,  or 
representative  government.  In  vinaicvl 
tion  of  our  rights,  we  bad  to  contend  with 
a  monarch,  and  royalids,  or  in  other 
words  tories.  Having  eilabiilhed  our  in- 
dependance  and  republican  government, 
thirteen  Rates,  having  each  its  own  con- 
ftitution or  form  of  government,  under  a 
confederation,  until  the  year  1788,  at 
which  time,  the  Federal  conftitution  was 
adopted,  being  part  federal  ar.d  part  con- 
folidated.  Probably  fomc  of  our  repub- 
licans, joined  the  royalifts  and  formed  the 
conftitution,  fo  as  to  admit  of  doubtful 
interpretation,  to  enable  the  executive 

\to  cotroul  the  legiflaturc  and  judiciary, 
and  by  this  means  we  ihould  come  as  near 
to  monarchical,  principles  as  poffible,  un- 
der the  then  exiding  principle,  of  the  peo- 
ple of  America.  At  the  commencement 
of  the  government,  the  prefident  commit- 
ffioned  the  officers  of  the  United  Slates, 
(generally)  during  his  pleafure, except  the 
judges  of 'the  l'upreme  and  inferior  courts, 
who  were  commiiiioned  daring  good  be- 
havior. This  is  a  power  properly  at- 
tached to  abfolnte  monarchy,  and  not 
warranted  by  the  conftitution.  Becaufe 
/it  is  neither  exprefl'ed  nor  fairly  implied 
by  any  part  of  the  conftitution.  It  is  de- 
clared in  the  fecond  article,  fee.  3d,  M  the 
t  prefident  fhall  commiffion  all  the  officers 
4  of  the  United  States."  Same  article,  lee. 
ad,  "  he  (hall  have  power  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  content  of  the  fenate,  to  make 
treaties,  and  be  (hall  nominate  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  content  of  the  fenate, 
fhall  appoint  arabaffadors,  other  pubhc  mi- 
niflers  anc(  confuls,  judges  of  tho  fupremc 
court  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United 
States,  whofe  appointments  are  noL  herein 
otherwife  provided  for,  and  which  fhail  be 
eilablilhod  by  law  ;  but  the  congrefs  may 
bv  law  veil  tii?  appointment  of  fuch  inferi- 
or officers  as  they  think  proper  in  the 
prefident  alone,  in'the  courts  of  law,  or  in 
the  heads  of  departments."  Article  ifl, 
fee.  zd,  "  the  houfe  of  reprefentati  ves 
fhall  have  t!ie  lble  power  of  impeach- 
ments." Sec.  3d,  M  tne  fenate  (hall  have 
the  fole  powerto  try  all  impeachment*. 
Art.  3d,  fee.  id,  M  the  trial  of  all  crimes 
except  in  cafes  of  impeachment  Ihall  be 
by  jury."  The  reafons  affigned  by  thole 
who  contend  far  this  executive  power, 
V  are  as  follows  :  as  the  judges  of  the  fu- 
preme  and  inferior  courts,  are  to  be  co;n- 
mi  flioned  during  good  behaviour,  it  im- 
plies, that  all  other  officers  are  to  be  com- 
raiffioned  during  the  pleafure  of  the  pre- 
fident ;  and  to  affile  this  doctrine  of  con- 
struction by  implication,  it  has  been  urged 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Federal 
convention.  This  cannot  be  the  true 
meaning  of  the  conftitution  ;  becaufe  ad- 
mit this  doctrine,  and  it  deprives  every 
officer  commiiiioned  during  the  plcalure 
of  the  prefident,  from  a  trial  by  impeach- 
ment or  by  jury,  for  any  crime  he  may  be 
fuppofed  to  'be  guilty  of,  or  charged  with, 
for  which  the  prefident  may  think  proper 
to  remove  from  office,  Becaufe  in  fucii 
cafes  the  prefident  continues  fuch  periods 
in  office  no  longer  than  it  pleafes  him, 
therefore  he  forms  the  rule  or  paffes  the 
law  in  his  own  bread,  without  having  it 
publiflied  or  recorded,  and  having  paired 
the  law  in  this  fecret  manner  by  blaming 
legiflative  authority,  he  thus  takes  on 
himfelf  the  judicial  power,  and  judges  the 
perfon,  and  then  exercifes  the  executive

authority,  and  all  this  he  can  no, 
the  perfon  is  fuppofed  to  be  guilty  of  a 
crime,  and  deprive  him  of  his  conftitution- 
al  right  to  be  tried  cither  by  impeach- 
ment or  by  jury,  when  the  coniiicution 
declares  "  the  trial  of  all  crimes,  except 
in  cafes  of  impeachment,  fliall  be  by  jury." 
Perhaps  it  will  be  i'aid  the  prefident  ought 
to  rernove  from  office  when  no  crime  is 
committed,  and  that  he  ought  not  to  re- 
move a  perfon  from  office  for  any  crime 
he  may  be  guilty  of.  Becaufe,  "tile  trial 
of  all  crimes  except  in  cafes  of  impeach- 
ment {hall  be  byjury,"  this  would  be  ab- 
furd,  becaufe  it  would  be  improper  Lodtf* 
grace  a  perfon  for  doing  his  duty, and  dil- 
charging  the  trtift  rcpofed  in  him  with 
faithfulnefs.  And  it  never  could  be  in- 
tended by  the  conllitution  to  impower  the 
prefident  to  exercife  a  power,  which 
would  be  improper  for  him  to  exercife. 
It  never  could  be  intended  the  prefident 
fhould  exercife  a  power  not  given  by  the 
conftitution,  and  in  fo  doing  deftroy  a  free

Uh,  it  is  declared  "the  powers  not 
delegated  to  the   United  States,  by  t.ie 
conllitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  «J  the 
ftates,  are  referved  to  the  flutes  respect- 
ively or  to  the  people,"  this  fets  .  orTn 
the  rule  of  conftruction,  on  that  inftrn- 
ment.    It  is  abfurcl  to  fuppofe  a  perfc-n 
can  be  a  good  republican  in  principle  and 
be  in  favor  of  fuch  a  despotic  power  to  be 
lodged  in  the  executive  ;  efpecialiy  when 
it  centers  in  one  man,  which  enables  him 
in  this  cafe  (and  it  is  an  important  one)  to 
exercife  legiflati  ve  judicial  Stexecutive  au- 
thority. This  ufurped  authority  is.a  grand 
machine  of  power,  ar.d  alfifts  the  preli 
dent  to  controul  the  legifiature  ;  becaufe 
all  the  commiiiioned  officers  becoming  tiv: 
.lupes  of  the  prefident,  by  feeing  in  the 
face  of  their  comniiilions,  the  prefident  can 
remove  them  from  office  at  pleafure,  or  in 
other  words  put  them  to  a  political  death, 
for  any  thing  which  may  be  difpleaiing  to 
him,  without  a  trial  by  impeachment  or 
by  jury ;  therefore  it  will  become  their  bu- 
finefi  to  praife  the  prefident  generally, 
right  or  wrong,  and  to  find  out  if  polfible, 
what  will  pleafVhim,  that  they  may  be 
continued  in  office,  and  have  a  better 
chance  for  preferment:  and  the  influence 
of  all  thofe  officers  (perhaps  10,000)  fo 
far  as  it  can  influence  the  ligiflature,  will 
have  its  effect,  and  the  members  of  thele- 
gifieturc  knowing  this  to  be  the  practice, 
and  looking  forward,  for  appointments, 
reconcile  thsmfelves  to  the  will  of  the 
prefident,  and  thv.s  a  majority  becomes 
fubfervient  to  his  will  and  pleafure  :  and 
whenever  the  executive  efpecially  when 
in  one  man,  has  an  influence  over  the  le- 
gifiature, an!  indie  iary,  it  fo  far  approach- 
es toward  a'ofclutc  monarchy  in  principle; 
becaufe  it  amounts  to  the  fame  thing  for 
i  perfon  to  b«v»»  a  controul  over  the  per- 
fons  who  exercife  legiflative,  executive 
and  judicial  authority,  as  to  exercife  all 
thofe  powers  himfelf.  This  practice  is  in- 
jurious to  the  moral  principles  of  th?  peo- 
ple of  America  ;  becaufe,  that  which  de- 
;>afes  human  beings,  inftead  of  exciting 
them  to  virtue,  candor  and  honefty  will  • 
prove  injurious  to  their  morals.  Would 
it  not  be  a  more  rational  conftruction  to 
.fay  the  officers  fliall  be    commifficned  ' 
during  the  pleafure  of  the  prefident  and; 
fenate,  at  the  advice  and^c-nfent  of  the  1 
fenate  is  neceflary  to  their  being  admit- 
ted into  office,  than  to  put  it  in  the  pow-  ! 
er  of  the  prefident,  alone,  to  remove  from  ; 
office  at  pleafure,  without  a  reafah,  with-  1 
out  a  trial,  without  being  heard  in  their  i 
defence,  or  without  one  word  in  the  con-  | 
ltitution  to  judify  fuch  a  conftruction  ? 
when  the  constitution  admits  the  prefident 
(generally)  only  to  fill  vacancies,  in  a 
time  of  recefs,  to  continue  in  office  till 
the  end  of  the  next  feffi.on.  But  this  con- 
ftruclion would  not  be  proper,  becaufe  in 
the  trial  of  impeachments,  the  fenate  a- 
loiiehas  the  folc  power,  therefore  if  the 
prelWent  were  to  aifilt  the  fenate  in  re- 
moving from  office,  it  would  be  a  violation 
of  the  conftitution.  though  much  more 
confident  than  for  the  prefident  alone  to 
remove  from  office.    Would  it  not  be 
more  proper,  to  have  every  officer  that 
may  be  removed  from  office  for  any  crime, 
tried  by  ifapeachment,  or  by  jury;  to  pafs 
a  law  or  laws  as  a  rule  to  the   fenate  or 
prefident,  in  removing  from  office  as  the 
cafes  may  require,  and  every  officer  in  a 
date  of  accufation,  would  have  a  trial, 
and  be  heard  in  his  defence. 

Were  i  a  royaljft  in  principle  I  ihould  be 
(ouch  in  favor  of  i  he  executive,  cpntrolini 
the  legiflative  &  judicial  powe  rs,  becaufe 
it  amounts  to  the  fame  thing,  in  making  o- 
thers  do  that  which  he  defire.3  to  be  done, 
as  to  do  it  himfjelf.  I  fhould  be  in  favor  of 
affuming  the  date  debts,  to  create  the 
necelfity  of  heavy  taxes,  to  have  a  treaty 
with  kingly  governments,  giving  them  a 
little  more  favor  than  republican  govern- 
ments, to  have  excifes  and  damp  acts  fo 
as  to  deftroy  the  antient  rule  6t  evidence 
in  the  ftate  courts,  where  no  damp  is  0:1 
the  paper.  To  pafs  a  fedition  law  to  a- 
btidge'the  liberty  of  fpecch  and  the  prefs 
to  punifh  pcrfons  for  {peaking  or  writi: 


a  judicial  capacity,  and  the  executive  au- 
thority  being  veiled  in  him,  he  may  ban- 
ifh  all  fuch  as  may  be  difpleaiing  to  him 
from  the  United  Uates;  efpecially  if  they 
were  poffelfed  of  republican  principles. 
To  have  fome  difference  with  republican 
government,  will  be  a  good  pretext  for  a 
navy  and  Handing  army  which  may  be 
kept  up  in  time  of  peace.  And  to  com- 
pleat  this  executive  power,  to  pafs  a  law 
making  all  this  {landing  army  a  privi- 
ledgeo  nrderofmen,  to  prevent  the  bo- 
dy of  any  officer  or  foldier  being  arreft- 
ecl  for  any  debt  due  to  a  civil  citizen. 
All  the  officers  to  be  commiiiioned  du- 
ring the  pleafure  of  the  prefident,  and 
they  will  keep  a  (harp  look  out,  to  pleafe 
him  if  poiiible,  to  prevent  their  removal  j 
from  office,  The  cxpence  of  this  army 
will  kVep  a  pretty  good  load  of  taxes  on 
the  people,  and  they  can  be  always  rea-j 
dy  to  keep  the  judiciary  in  fear,  toiffue  , 
procefs  again!:  them  for  breach  cf  the 
apace,  ccc.  they  can  fupprefs  the  liberty^ 
ef  ipeach  and  the  prefs  ;  and  even  prin- 
ters may  be  in  danger  if  they  fhould  pub- 
lifli  any  thing  difpleafing  to  them  or  the 
prefident.  An  old  faying,  a  Handing  ar- 
my in  time  of  pe^ce  is  dangerous  to  liber- 
ty :  and  the  military  ought  to  be  in  dried 
!  fubordination  to  the  civil  power. 
I,  In  the  cafe  of  govenor  Monroe  being 
I  removed  from  office,  as  a  miniiter  to 
;  Franc,  could  not  have  a  trial-  I  fup- 
pofe ha  thought  himfelf  juftifiable  hi  allu- 
ring the  French,  the  object  of  Jay's  mif- 
fion  to  Great  Britain,  was  nothing  more 
than  to  obtain  fatisfadtion  for  the  fpolia- 
tioits  cornmited  on  our  commerce,  efpeci- 
ally When  the  prefident  fet  it  forth  in 
feismeflage  to  the  fenate,  when  they  ap- 
proved Jay's  appointment:  but  if  he  had 
known  of  the  private  inllnnflions,  concer- 
ning a  commercial  treaty,  which  was 
with-held  from  the  fenate,  he  would  not 
have  been  juftifiable  in  fuch  affurance. 
Though  France  had  no  right  to  interfere 
with  our  negotiations  with  other  coun- 
tries, vet  fhe  had  a  right  to  the  preference 
given  her  in  the  treaty  when  we  were  at 
warwith  Great  Britain  to  obtain  our  lib- 
erties. I  know  of  nothing  that  has  rege- 
nerated the  Brit':fli,tomake  them  let's  in- 
clined to  take  away  our  liberties  now,than 
formerly,  provided  they  had  the  power. 
I  underfiand  a  difference  has  arifeii  on 


in  the  country,  by  taxation,  to  circulate 
among  them. 

I  fincerely  recommend  it  to  all  my 
fellow  citizens  to  be  pointedly  in  favor 
of  men  holding  republican  principles,  in 
their  choice  in  the  next  electors  to  elect  a 
prefident  : — by  this  means  we  may  b« 
more  certain  to  elecd  a  prefident  that  is  3. 
true  republican;  and  if  his  fituation  as  to 
refidence,  fhould  be  in  the  country  among 
the  farmers,  it  ought  to  be  no  objection 
to  him,  becaufe  he  will  be  as  likely  to 
know  and  purfue  a  fydem  of  policy  con- 
fident with  the  interell  and  happinefs  of 
the  people  of  America,  (who  are  the  fup- 
porters  of  government)  as  if  his  rcfidenco 
was  in  a  feaport  town.

Obliged  to  be  prefent  fuccefiively  at 
different  points  of  the  line,  where*  I  wae 
called  r^,'  the  urgency  and  importance  of 
the  military  operations  which  took  place 
without  interruption,  I  have  not  hitherto 
been  able  to  inform  you  otherwifc  than 
by  the  telegraphic  difpatches  of  the 
tfiovements  of  the  army  from  the  25th  of 
September  to  the  5th  in  ft.  but  I  am  about 
tofupplythe  deficiency,  by  a  {ketch  of 
tliefe  movements,  waiting  till  I  fit  ail  be  a- 
ble  to  give  a  more  detailed  account  in  a 
report  to  be  fent  with  the  colours  taken 
from  the  enemy. 

Before  me  was  the  Ruffian  army  of 
Korfakoff.  It  occupied  the  line  of  Zu- 
rich, at  the  confluence  of  the  Aar  and  the 
Tthine.  The  Auflrian  army,  commanded 
bv  Hotze,  who  occupied  the  P«.ight  bank 
af  the  Lint,  and  whofe  line  extended  from 
Limath  to  the  upper  lake  of  Zurich,  and 
defended  by  a  flotilla  ;  and  finally,  the 
corps  of  the  Auftrian  general  Jellakich, 
who  occupied  the  pafiages  of  the  Grifon 
country, 

By  means  of  a  falfe  attack  upon  Bruct,

If 
that  be  the  cafe,  of  what  benefit  will  our 
navv  be  to  us  a  few  years  hence,  when 
all  the  articlee  except  the  firft  ten  will 
expire:  The  Britifh  will  then  have  a 
right  bv  treaty  to  enter  all  our  rivers, 
port?,  at  the  fame  duties  required 
from  our  citizens,  according  to  the  per- 
manent part,  and  at  the  fame  time  the 
p"?rt giving  us  a  right  to  enter  their  ports 
\\zy  >■■  respired, they  will  not  admit  Ame- 
rican bottoms  in  their  ports,  becaufe  we 
cannot  demand  a  right  by  treaty:  and  if 
we  contend  that  it  was  intended  by  the 
3d  article,  to  extend  only  to  American 
intcrcourfe,  and  not  the  great  maritime, 
they  will  take  their  cle.arences  at  Que- 
bec, Nova-Scotia,  ike.  and  make  it  Ame- 
rican intcrcourfe;  becaufe  the  treaty 
does  not  confine  the  trade  to  the  produce 
of  America.  The  greateit  part  of  our 
trade  being  with  the  Britifh,  our  navy 
may  Be  ufefttl  to  protect  Britifh  yeflels, 
as  they  are  to  be  the  carriers  of  our  trade, 
provided  Jay's  treaty  is  fulfilled  fcrupu-

If  China  holds  one  hundred  millions  of 
inhabitants,  they  mull  have  inhabitants 
fufficient  for  agriculture  and  manufac- 
tories in  the  fulled  extent,  in  a  rich,  fer- 
tile country  ;  of  courfe  they  rnufl  be  ten 
times  as  able  to  fupport  a  navy  to  pro- 
tect their  commerce,  as  the  United 
States;  and  by  their  regulations,  the  ba- 
lance of  trade  is  in  their  favor,  carried  in 
bottoms  not  their  own.  They  are  eafed 
f  the  great  burthen  to  fupport  a  navy — 
very  little  trouble  with  expenfive  treaties, 
public  minilters,  confute,  &c.  If  they  art- 
happier  without  a  navy  than  with  it,  it 
mUtt  be  folly  in  fo  young  a  country  as  the 
United  States  toTHave  one,  when  (he  has 
not  half  inhabitants  fufficient  for  agricul- 
ture and  manufactures.  The  vail  funis  of 
money  expended  on  the  navy,  generally 
circulate  about  feaport  towns  St  cities,  Jk 
will  be  fo  far  beneficial  to  the  inhabitants, 
that  it  will  incline  them  to  be  in  favor  of  j 
a  navv  on  jhat  account,  becaufe  it  will 
draw  the  wealUi  of  the  mai's  of  ciuzens 


part  of  the  enemy's  forces,  1  pal 
cd  the  Limat,  in  force  at  Dietikon,  and 
the  Lint  between  the  lakes  of  Zurich  and 
Wallenthal.  At  the  paffage  of  Dietikon. 
the  batteaux  were  lauched  into  the  water 
in  the  face  of  the  enemy's  Sre,  and  under 
the  protection  of  our  artillery,  and  in  lefii 
than  two  hours,  (thanks  to  the  (kill  of  our 
Britonniers,  directed  by  the  chief  of  bri- 
gade of  artillery,  Dedon)  we  had  a  bridge 
acrofs  the  Limat,  and  1000  men  upon  the 
oppolste  bank.  Gen.  Caton  commanded 
the  advanced  guard,  under  the  orders  of 
general  Lorge,  who  commanded  the  ex- 
pedition. 

At  the  paffage  of  the  Lint  two  hun- 
dred fwimmers,  their  fabres  in  ther 
teeth,  and  their  pikes  in  their  hands,  for- 
med the  advanced  guard  ;  put  the  ene- 
my's polls  to  the  fword  and  thus  prepared 
the  fuccefs  of  the  day,  general  Souk  com- 
manded this  operation,  The  refult  of 
the  battle  fought  after  tliefe  two  paffagee 
was,  that  we  occupied  the  wefteru  part  of 
Zuriehberg,  and  eftablilhed  ourfelves  up- 
on all  the  right  bank  of  the  Limat.  Zu- 
rich fummoned  to  furrender,  had  offered 
conditions,  a  part  of  which  might  have 
been  accepted  ;  but  with  unheard  of  fero- 
city, the  Ruffian  advanced  pofts  having  fi- 
red on  our  flag  of  truce,  and  wounded  two 
trmpeters,  I  gave  the  enemybattle  on  the 
26th  September,  at  the  end  of  which  Zu- 
rich was  taken,  fword  in  hand.  The  ge- 
nerals Mortier  Klein  commanded  the  at- 
tack of  Zurich  at  the  left,  and  Leye,  upon 
the  right  bank.  At  the  fame  time,  Su- 
warrow,  whofc  march  had  been  combined 
with  the  intendedattack,  by  the  armvesof 
Hotz  and  Korfakoff,  forced  the  paffage  of 
Gothard,  tnd  marched  in  mats  againlt  the 
little  cantons,  (Ury,  Schwytz,  Zug,  and 
Glaris)  rn  order  fiom  thence  to  unite  the 
two  armies,  to  take  the  command  of  them 
and  conquor  the  French  territory. 

Koriikoff being  beaten,  ar.d  Hotz,  kil- 
led, Suwarrow  could  hardly  expect  to 
conquor. 

The  impofiibilky  of  acting  to  advantage 
in  fucli  narrow  valleys,  had  determined 
me  to  leave  Suwarrow  the  Liberty  oi  en. 
tcr'ng  into  SwiucihuW,  I  hoped,  tha6 


prcffedby  the  battles  which  I  had  fought 
with-him  in  the  valley  of  Mutton,  &  fati- 
gued with  a  reliftence,  if  IJoppoied  him  he 
would  come  out  of  his  hiding  place  at  the 
point  of  Enfilden,  where  I  had  no  more 
than  a  fingle  battalion  of  obfervation,  and 
that  I  could  fight  him  at  my  leifure  in  the 
open  field  ;  but  being  delirous  of  avoid- 
ing a  general  and  decifive  engagement, 
lie  threw  himfelf  into  the  Grifons  by  the 
valley  of  Flcms,  continually  harraffed  up- 
on the  flanks  and  in  the  rear  by  the  corps 
deftine'd  to  attack  him  if  he  had  remain- 
ed. He  withdrew  himfelf  by  frightful 
roads,  and  with  defpair  in  his  heart,  leav- 
ing in  our  power  2000  wounded,  part  of 
his  artillery,  and  ahnoft  all  his  baggage. 

Korfikoff  informed  of  the  danger  of 
Suwarrow  had  haftily  gathered  a  corps 
compofed  of  the  fcattered  remains  of  his 
army  and  that  of  Hotz,  the  Bavarian  con- 
tingent, the  corps  of  Condc,  and  of  all 
the  Auftrian  corps,  which  defended  the 
valley  of  the  Grifons. — He  wifhed  to 
march  towards  the  Thar,  and  from  whence 
againft  Zurich  ;  but  I  had  already  march- 
ed againft  him  with  the  divifions  of  Men- 
oid,  Large  and  Gezan,  at  the  fame  time 
that  gen.  Hult  marched  againft  ilheince, 
I  found  him  between  the  Thur  and  the 
Rhine.  I  beat  him  and  forced  him  beyond 
this  rive*,  compelling  him  with  ibme  time 
to  take  up  the  bridges  of  Conftance  and 
Depenhofen,  which  I  feized. 

Although  I  propofe  not  to  enter  here 
into,  any  details,  I  cannot  avoid  fpeaking 
of  the  unfliaken  firmnefsof  our  infantry, 
and  the  inconceivable  zeal  of  the  light 
artillery,  againlt  one  of  the  moft  vigorous 
charges  artillery  ever  executed — both 
have  immortalized  themfelves  this  day. 

The  artillery,  charged  and  fabred  in 
the  middle  of  the  affray  did  not  ceafe  to 
manoeuvre  and  fire  grape  ihot.  A}  part  of 
our  infantry  oft 341  having  jjnet  the  ene- 
my's cavalry  with  moftliv^y,  and  conti- 
nued and  fteady  fire,  received  them  at  the 
point  of  their  bayonets  without  moving  a 
line,  while  another  part  of  this  infantry 
charged  them  in  flank  with  the  moft  un- 
exampled boldneis. 

The  refults  of  thefe  different  battles, 
are  about  18,000  prifoners,  of  which  8000 
are  wounded  and  could  not  be  carried  a- 
way  by  the  enemy  ;  more  than  100  pie- 
ces of  cannon,  13  ftands  of  colours  ;  4  ge- 
nerals taken  prifoners  ;  5  generals  killed 
among  whom  is  the  gen.  Hotz  ;  the  reta- 
king of  Gothard,  of  Glacis,  and  of  all  the 
valleys  that  enter  into  it.  Finally,  the  to- 
tal lots  of  the  enemy  in  thefe  different  af- 
fairs, is  more  than  30,000  men.

The  au- 
thors of  offenfive  publications  in  favor  of 
foregn  powers,  fliall  be  confined  in  the 
houfe  of  correction.  Every  one  is  per- 
mitted to  exprefs  with  decency  and  mo- 
deration, his  fentiments  relative  to  the 
amelioration  of  the  laws.

The  8th  Thermidor  I  caufed  the  caftle 
of  Abouker  to  be  fummoned.  The  (on 
of  the  Pacha,  his  Khiva,  and  all  the  offi- 
cers were  defirous  to  capitulate,  but  the 
foldiers  refilled. 

The  9th  the  bombardment  was  conti- 
nued ;  on  the  ictli,  many  batteries  were 
eftablifliedon  the  right  and  ieft,of  the  Ifth- 
mus  many  gun  boats  were  funk,  a  frigate 
was  difmalted,  and  Pent  to  fea.  On  the 
nth,  the  enemy  began  to  want  provifi- 
ons,  and  fallicd  out  into  fome  houfes  of 
the  village  adjoining  the  fort,  gen.  Laur 
ties  haftened  to  the  place,  and  was  woun- 
ded in  the  leg.  Gen.  Menari  took  his 
place  in  the  command  of  the  fiege.  On 
the  1 2th  general  Devoglt  feiccd  many  of 
the  houfes  where  the  enemy  had  made  a 
lodgment,  and  caft  himfelf  into  the  port, 
where  numbers  ofthe  enemy  were  killed. 

The  2id  battallion  of  light  infantry, 
and  the  chief  of  brigade  Mange,  behaved 
witii  great  fpirit.  1  he  15th  our  batteries 
were  upon  the  counter  fcarpe,  our  mortars 
kept  up  a  very  active  (ire,  and  the  caftle 
vasa  heap  of  ruins.  The  enemv  had  no 
communication,  with  the  fquadroh ;  they 
•iiedofthirft  and  hunger,  and  took  the  part, 
not  of  capitulating,  which  they  do  not  firi- 
lerftand,  but  of  throwing  away  their  arms 
and  coming  to  embrace  the  knees  of  the 
conqueror.  The  fon  of  the  Pacha,  his 
Kjaya,  and  zzoo  men  were  made  prifon- 
ers ;  there  were  found  in  the  Caftle  300 
wounded,  and  1,800  carcafes.  Someof 
our  lulls  killed  as  much  as  f:x  men.  In 
the  firft  twenty-four  hours  after  the  Tur- 
killi  garrifon  marched  out,  more  than 
400  prifoners  died,  in  confequence  of  eat- 
ing and  wringing  with  too  much  aviditv. 
Thus  the  affair  of  Abouker  coft  the  Port 
18,000  men,  and  a  great  number  of.  can- 
non. 

During  the  15  days  that  this  expedition 
lafted,  I  was  highly  fatisfied  with  tiie  fpi- 
rit of  the  inhabitants  of  Egypt.  No  move- 
ments appeared  and  every  body  lived  as 
ufual. 

The  officers  of  engineers  Bertrand  and 
Liedos,  and  the  commandant  of  the  ar- 
tillery, Faultier,  behaved  with  the  grcat- 
eit  did i notion.

I  have  informed  you  by  a  difnatch  pf 
the  roth  of  May,  that  the  fea  fon  favorable 
to  ;i  landing  had  made  me  rcfoive  to  quit 
Syria.  The  landing  actually  took  place  on 
the  1  it  h  of  July.  One  hundred  fail,  among 
which  were  levcral  men  of  war,  (hewed 
themfelves  before  Alexandria  and  came  to 
anchor  at  Aboukir.  The  15th  the  enemy 
took  by  aifault  and  with  fingular  intrepi- 
dity, the  redoubt  and  fart  of  Aboukir. 
The  15th  the  enemy  took  by  affault  and 
brought  their  camp  artillery  on  (bore,  and 
reinforced  by  50  fail,  took  their  pofition, 
with  the  right  wing  towards  the  lea,  and 
with  the  left  towards  the  lake  of  Madditer, 
upon  very  advantageous  heights. 

I  alfo  fet  out,  on  the  15th,  from  my 
camp  of  the  Pyramm;ds,and  came, on  the 
19th,  to  Rabmanir,  then  went  to  Rirkat 
which  became  the  centre  of  my  operati- 
ons, and  from  whence  on  the  25th,  at  6 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  I  advaced  againft 
the  enemy. 

General  Mum  commanded  the  van- 
guard and  caufed  the  right  wing  of  the 
«nemy  to  be  attacked  by  general  Eftaing. 
The  general  ofdivilion  Lafne,  attacked  the 
left,  fupported  by  the  van-gurad  under  ge- 
neral Lami. 

A  fine  plain  of  4000  toifes  feparatcd  the 
wings  ofthe  enemy  ;  there  thecuvaly  pene- 


trated, and  with  the  utmoft  celerity  mov- 
ed in  the  rear  of  the  right  and  left  wing, 
which  were  immediately  cut  off  from  the 
fe'eond  line.  Thereupon  the  enemy  threw 
themfelves  into  the  water  to  reach  their 
veffels,  although  threequartersof  a  leagi 
diftant  fo  that  they  were  ail  drowned — 
the  moft  terrible  fcene  I  ever  beheld. 

We  then  fell  upon  the  fecund  linewhich 
had  a  (heltered  pofition,  a  village  in  front, 
a  redoubt  in  the  centre,  &  intreenhments 
extending  quite  to  the  fea,  where  more 
than  30  Hoops  acted  upon  the  flank.  Ge- 
nera! Murat  forced  the  village  ;  general 
Lafne  attacked  along  the  fea  fide  ;  general 
Fugiere,  advanced  in  clofe  columns  upon 
tin-  enemy's  right  wing.  The  attack  and 
defence  were  violent  ;  the  cavalry  once 
more  decided  the  victory  :  it  a  (faulted  the 
enemy,  it  moved  with  velocity  in  the  rear 
of  the  right  wing,  and  caufed  a  dreadful 
Daughter.  The  chief  of  battaliion  of  the 
60th  half  brigade,  Barnard,  and  citizen 
Msbile,  captain  of  grenadiers,  of  the  fame 
half  brigade,  covered  themfelves  with 

The  redoubt  was  taken  and  the  htfflars 
havingplaccd  themfelves  between  the  fort 
of  Abouker  and  the  2d  line,  the  enemy 
were  forced  to  throw  themfelves  into  the 
fea,  and,  preffed  upon  by  our  cavalry,  all 
were  drowned.  We  now  furrcunded  the 
fort,  where  the  moft  nimble  fugitives  had 
joined  the  referve.  Not  willing  to  lofe 
any  of  my  men,  I  had  fix  mortars  placed 
to  bombard  it. 

The  fliores,  from  which  laft  year  En- 
glifb  and  French  cadavers  floated  away, 
now  are  covered  with  the  corpfes  of  the 
enemy  ;  fix  thoufand  are  already  count- 
ed, and  3000  buried  in  the  field  of  battle. 
Tims  not  a  man  cf  this  army  fhall  cfcape, 
when  the  fort  (hall  be  taken,  which  (hall 
happen  'erelong.  Twohundreddandards, 
the  baggage  the  tents,  and  40  field  pieces 
are  taken  ;  and  Kuli'y  Muftapha,  pacha  of 
Natolia,  nephew  to  the  Turkifh  embalfa- 
dor  at  Paris,  who  was  commander  in  chief 
ofthe  expedition,  is  made  prifoner,  with 
all  his  officers.  Such  are  this  days  fruits. 

W e  had  100  men  killed,  and  500  woun- 
ded. Among  the  former  are  adjutant- 
general  Letire,  chief  of  brigade,  Duvivier 
chief  of  brigade,  Cretin,  and  my  aid  de- 
camp Guibcrt  ;  the  two  firft  were  excel- 
lent officers  of  cavalry,  and  of  unexam- 
pled bravery,  both  long  fparcd  from  the 
fate  of  war  ;  the  third  was  an  officer  of 
engineers,  the  beft  informed  man  in  a 
branch  of  fcience,  on  which  fo  much  of 
the  fuccefs  of  campaigns,  and  of  the  fate 
of  a  country  depends  ;  for  this  4th  I  had 
a  great  friendship.  Generals  Murat  and 
Fugiere;  alfo  chief  of  brigade  Morangi- 
er,  are  wounded. 

The  gaining  of  a  battle,  which  will  fo 
much  influence  the  glory  ofthe  republic, 
is  principally  due  to  gen.  Murat.  I  afk 
for  him  the  place  of  general  of  a  diviiion. 
His  brigade  of  cavalry  did  what  feemed 
iaipoliible.  Citizen  Befliers  was  very  far- 
viceable  with  his  corps  of  guides.  The 
adjutant  general  Noize  performed  h:a  ma- 
nc  iivres  with  the  greateit  compofure. 
'Gen.  Junot's  coat  is  full  of  holes  made  by 
bullets.  I  fliall  fend  you  is  a  few  days,  a 
circumftantial  relation,  with  a  lift  of 'offi- 
cers who  have  fignalized  themfelves.  I 
have,  in  behalf  of  the  directory,  made  a 
prcfent  to  general  Berthier  of  a  finely 
wrought  dagger,  as  an  acknowledgment 
cf  the  fervices  by  him  rendered  during 
this  whole  campaign.  Salut.

Capt.  Porter, 
informed,  that  the  day  before  he  failed, 
OFFICIEL  ACCOUNTS  were  receiv- 
ed, and  read  to  the  populace,  that  thar 
Duke  of  York  had  been  feverely  and  com- 
pleatly  beaten  ;  that  all  the  Anglo-Ruffi- 
ans in  his  army,  had  laid  down  their  arms, 
and  fur  rendered  thetnfelves  prifoners  of 
war.
